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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 1 1 is allowed over the prior art of record. 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
With regards to claim 1 1 , the prior art alone or in combination fail to teach or fairly 
suggest at least: 

a driving unit, having 

a first metal-oxide semiconductor (MOS) switch, wherein when the gate electrode 
of the first MOS switch receives a high voltage signal, the first MOS switch outputs a 
high voltage signal to the P pole of the second LED; and a second MOS switch, wherein 
when the gate electrode of the second MOS switch receives a high voltage signal, the 
second MOS switch outputs a high voltage signal to the P pole of the second LED; in 
combination with the rest of the elements of the claim. 

The following is a discussion of prior art of record which fails to teach all the claimed 
limitations of the instant application: 

US Patent Application Publication no. US 20020049877A1 to Lin teaches in Figure 5, an 
RJ45 adapter for an RS232 connector. However Lin fails to teach details of a driving unit nor 
the details of an RXD, CTS, DSR, RTS, and DTR signals within the RS 232 connector part, and 
also lacks a display unit comprised of LEDs. 

US Patent 6,266,721 to Sheikh et al. teaches in Figure 3, element 104 being an interface 
board which acts as a RS232 to RJ45 converter. However, Sheikh et al. fails to teach the 
details of a driving unit nor the details of an RXD, CTS, DSR, RTS, and DTR signals within the 
RS 232 connector part, and also lacks a display unit comprised of LEDs.
